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When back far into history, and even include 
archaeological studies from the Danish Stone Age, 
find that human beings have always been subject 
dental diseases. Bremner, his Story Dentistry 
states that, Decay human teeth from ancient times 
has been found many places that legitimate 
doubt whether there was ever epoch when the human 
species was not cursed with toothache.’’ The Papyrus 
Ebers, written about 3700 B.C. mentions dental dis- 
eases. Ancient Chinese writings mention them, and 
suggest that worms were the causative agent. Hippoc- 
rates included dental diseases along with diseases 
other parts the body. Galen, the Second Century 
AD., first mentions the possibility associating dental 
diseases with nutritional deficiencies. 

Superstition came into play again during the dark 
ages and wasn’t until the Eighteenth Century that 
any thought was given it. Actually, was not until 
the first the Twentieth Century that our present-day 
knowledge was started—studies that actually were our 
basis for fluorine dentistry know today. 


Records Endemic Fluorosis 


endemic fluorosis, mottled teeth, was 
first recorded Italy, 1901, Eager the 
United States Public Health Service. referred the 
disease ‘‘black teeth.’’ The first known record the 
United States fluorosis was 1909 Denver, 
report presented the Denver Dental Society. The 
first request for assistance came 1915, from the citi- 
zens Mammouth, Arizona, who appealed the Uni- 
versity Arizona for aid discovering the causes 
diseoloration the teeth children. and Black 
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Fluorine Relation Dentistry’ 


LAURENCE D.D.S., Dental Consultant, Bureau Maternal and Child Healtht 


were the first study this condition the United 
States and publish the results the study. Dr. 
Black was the first term the condition ‘‘mottled 
teeth,’’ term that has become universally accepted. 

Following this initial work, McKay applied himself 
the investigation this disease, the results which, 
published 1918, 1919, 1927 and 1928, established the 
relationship drinking water the 
dental fluorosis. Mr. Churchill, the Aluminum 
Company America, reported 1931 that fluorine 
water from area which dental fluorosis 
was and that there was practically 100 per- 
cent mottling the teeth native-born children 
this area. Smith, Lantz, and Smith the same time 
correlated the mottling teeth with the occurrence 
fluorides the water St. David, Arizona. 


Epidemiological Studies 


was not, however, until the 1937-39 period that 
any epidemiological studies were made the areas 
endemic dental fluorosis. These surveys showed that 
there was marked reduction dental caries areas 
endemic dental These surveys showed, too, 
that there was marked reduction the dental caries 
index even when the concentration fluorine the 
water did not approach the concentration needed for the 
mottling level. 

Further scientific studies made since this period 
have demonstrated that fluorine concentration 1.0 
parts per million the drinking water has beneficial 
effect preventing dental caries. Conversely, high 
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fluorine content the water produces those children 
who are susceptible serious damage the tooth struc- 
ture which speak endemic dental fluorosis. 
There practically mottling with concentration 
1.0 parts per million. 1.5 there questionable 
amount, visible probably only trained observer. 
concentrations beyond that the degree mottling be- 
comes more marked.

The main characteristic mottled enamel its dull, 
chalky-white appearance. some cases the whole tooth 
has lost its translucency, but milder cases paper 
white spots are distributed unevenly over the surface 
the tooth. severe cases the teeth are severly pitted 
and corroded. The enamel may may not stain later, 
the color the stain varying from yellow through 
orange-red almost black. Usually all the teeth 
are mottled, they are not all stained, the stain being 
more pronounced the upper central incisors. 
for this stain more less follow the 
lip line and the suggestion that the exposure light 
may factor its production. Mottled enamel 
primarily defect the permanent set teeth, only 
rarely observed deciduous teeth. 


therefore evident that fluorine 
water effective, either rendering teeth caries-resist- 
ant or, amounts, producing mottled enamel, 
only crowns second permanent teeth are 
the process formation. applies then, the 
ages 8-10 years. 


Topical Application 


This relationship between the presence fluorides 
the water supply and the prevalence dental caries 
brought about fairly large seale experimental studies 
determine whether the topical application some 
the various fluorides would not give immunity 
caries the same basis did the ingestion water 
containing fluorides. These studies have almost proved 
that topically-applied fluorides reduce the incidence 
dental caries under certain conditions. There still 
much work done before absolutely accepted 
fact, but the studies Knutson and Armstrong, and 
various other workers this field, indicate that four 
applications percent solution sodium fluoride 
will reduce the caries index about percent. 

The number applications needed, the concentra- 
tion the solution used, and the duration the im- 
munity rendered, are still matters for speculation and 
investigation. For instance, Knutson uses percent 


aqueous solution with four applications, while 
recommends larger number applications 
Cheyne and Bibby suggest lower concentration thay 
the percent. still undecided how long this 
tection will last, and whether not the 
will have renewed periodically. Can 
given any other form? 

Bibby, experiments the solubility-reducing 
effects various fluoride mixtures, found that 
addition fluorine different 
powders, and liquids—led the conclusion that 
exerts some solubility-reducing effect when mixed with 
dentifrices, but that the results most instances were 
less satisfactory than those obtained with the usual 
aqueous solutions sodium fluoride. 


interesting note that the study the 
effect the dentifrices was found that the 
group some the dentifrices exerted slight solubility. 
reducing effect enamel. This suggests that the 
bility tooth enamel influenced ions other than 
fluorine. This also presents reason why the topical 
application fluorine effective young children, 
but not adults since newly erupted teeth present 
immature chemically unreacted surface, which under 
conditions fairly soluble apatite, 
anything which reacts with form less 
apatite phosphorus complex will increase the 


ance dental caries. Therefore, reduction 
appears more complete when the newly erupted teeth 
are treated, rather than later. other words, the 
fluorine should used before the enamel has the 
react ions other than fluorine. 


Just how this decrease the caries index brought 
about, not exactly known. One theory which was 
mentioned above concerned the solubility the enamel. 
Another that the acid producing potential the den 
tal environment decreased the use fluorides 
which act enzyme inhibitors. know that 
relationship between fluorine and 
lactobacilli not flourish the mouths people 
areas where the water has high fluorine content. 
fairly certain fact that the effectiveness 
largely limited the prevention decay and does 
extend controlling active dental caries. 


Fluorine Intoxication 


Not only must consider fluorine relation 
teeth, but must also consider the fact 
intoxication, the effect fluorides other parts the| 
body. 


Fluorides are protoplasmic poisons 
and considerable scientific interest. Fluorides 

amounts least, are cumulative. say least 
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don’t know for sure yet, and won’t know probably 
for some time just what the cumulative action 
amounts is. Ingestion over long period time 
quantities such occur drinking water 
some districts, know produce mottled teeth and 
other abnormal bone formation. larger amounts 
produces local necrosis the mucus membrane, and, 
after absorption, acute and poisoning, gastro- 
enteritis, hepatic, and other visceral degeneration, with 
nutritional disturbances. High amounts can pro- 
duce death. There narrow margin between the 
amount fluorides which beneficial and the amount 
which harmful, and even this varies with the indi- 
vidual. 

There are further factors which must considered 
relation the fluoride content the water supply. 
One these the presence fluorine foods. The 
oceurrence fluorine edible foods varies according 
several factors. 


The fluorine content the soil. 

The fluorine content the water. 
Geography. 

Time year. 

Water level wells. 


Fish are known quite high fluorine content. 
For instance, the water supply the Isle Tristan 
Cunha tested 0.2 parts per million. The diet people 
this island was composed practically entirely fish. 
Yet mottled teeth were quite prevalent. There the 
question milk relation fluorine the 
water supply which available cows. These questions 
deserve more complete study. 


Endemic Areas Dental Fluorosis 


Distribution the endemic areas dental fluorosis 
world-wide. the United States there are approxi- 
mately 355 such areas distributed among some states. 
About percent those areas are located west the 
Mississippi. California there are endemic areas, 
but fortunately they occur the desert sections for the 
most part, and only population from 
people. There might other areas yet 
unlisted. 

Fluorine California encountered the geysers 
Calistoga; the Lassen area; hot springs near 
Santa Barbara; the east side the Sierra Nevada 
near Mono Lake; Keough Hot Springs near Bishop; 
Murietta Hot Agua Caliente Hot and 
Elsinore, even though this water essentially well 
water. Fluorine also encountered certain extent 
the coast range mountains between Maricopa and 
Lompoc and extent the Sierra Madres near 
Los Angeles. 


For the most part the desert offers the problem 
where well water concerned. the Twenty-nine 
Palms area there are approximately 100 wells all 
which show amounts fluorine. The average con- 
centration fluorides these well waters approxi- 
mately four parts per million. some cases found 
high parts per million. such cases there 
are three alternatives respect the toxic waters.

Handicapped Institution Licensing 


The proposed regulations for the licensing insti- 
tutions caring for persons have been for- 
mulated accordance with recent legislative action 
this subject (Chapter Sections 1500-1517, inclusive, 
Division Health and Safety Code.) 

Regulations proposed are institute standards for 
establishments not previously subject licensing. 
These include provide care and treat- 
ment both resident and nonresident basis. 

handicapped person defined one who does 
not have complete use control his body limbs 
because physical defects whether congenital, ac- 
quired through disease, accident, faulty develop- 
ment. Handicapping conditions include conditions such 
those orthopedic nature (cerebral palsy, polio- 
paralysis, those due loss vision 
hearing, and those resulting from rheumatie con- 
genital heart disease. 

Standards are proposed governing the physical 
plant establishments, adequacy accommodiations, 
and facilities and equipment for care. declaration 
policy operation required each establishment 
subject licensing, with trained experienéed exec- 
utive officer superintendent position authority 
and responsibility out policies. Personnel quali- 
fications are referred to, with provision for physical 
examination attendants. 

Standards are proposed for medical attendance and 
examination patients, schedules for children, and 
nutrition. Minimum requirements regarding records 
and reports are stated. Copies the proposed regula- 
tions are available for inspection the State Depart- 
ment Public Health offices San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. 


Clinical Laboratory Regulations 

The proposed changes the clinical laboratory 
regulations are concerned with the amendment Sec- 
tions 1030-1052, the Administrative Code 
(Title 17, Chapter Subchapter Group 2).
